CHESAPEAKE, VA. I Convicted sniper mas- 
termind John Allen Muhammad could find 
himself in another courtroom this week, this 
time as a witness in the trial of his alleged 
partner in crime. 

Lawyers for 18 -year- old Lee Boyd Malvo 
have subpoenaed Muhammad and plan to 
call him to the stand this week. Whether 
he will be willing to testify remains to be 
seen, however. 

Muhammad, whose trial ended last week 
with a death sentence recommendation, still 
faces prosecution in other states. Any testi- 


mony by Muhammad in Malvo’s trial could 
provide fodder for those prosecutions. 

His attorneys also hope to get the death 
sentence overturned on appeal or reduced 
by the trial judge when Muhammad is for- 
mally sentenced in February. 

Malvo prosecutor Robert F. Horan Jr. said 
last week that the chance Muhammad will 
take the stand in Malvo’s case is “zero.” 

But Malvo’s lawyer, Craig Cooley, said 
he had not received any notification from 
Muhammad’s lawyers that they would try to

U.S. troops repel coordinated 
roadside attacks in Samarra 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I In the deadliest reported 
firefight since the fall of Saddam Hussein’s 
regime, U.S. soldiers fought back coordinated 
attacks Sunday using tanks, cannons and small 
arms in battles throughout the northern city of 
Samarra. The troops killed 46 Iraqi fighters, 
and five Americans were wounded. 

Minutes later, two South Korean contrac- 
tors were killed nearby in a roadside ambush 
in what U.S. officials called a new campaign 
aimed at undermining international support 
for the U.S. -led occupation of Iraq. 

Lt. Col. William MacDonald of the 4th 
Infantry Division said attackers, many wear- 
ing uniforms of Saddam’s Fedayeen militia, 
opened fire simultaneously on two U.S. sup- 
ply convoys on opposite sides of Samarra. 

After barricading a road, the attack- 
ers fired from rooftops and alleyways. U.S. 
troops responded with rifles, 120mm tank 
rounds and 25mm cannon fire from Bradley 
fighting vehicles, destroying three build- 
ings the attackers were using, niko price (ap)

S.D. Congressman’s Trial Set to Begin 


Rep. Bill Janklow faces 
manslaughter charges 
after deadly car crash 

FLANDREAU, S.D. | BillJanklow, a 
former four-term South Dakota gov- 
ernor and the state’s only congress- 
man, returns to his boyhood home- 
town Monday to face a trial that 
may decide his political future. 

The 64 -year-old is charged with 


speeding, running a stop sign, reck- 
less driving and manslaughter in 
an Aug. 16 accident that killed a 
motorcyclist at a rural intersection 
in South Dakota. 

If convicted of manslaughter, he 
could face up to 10 years in prison, 
as well as a House ethics commit- 
tee investigation. 

The day of the crash, Janklow 
was driving 71 mph in a 55 mph 
zone when he ran a stop sign south 


of Flandreau, putting his Cadillac 
into the path of a motorcycle, 
according to Moody County State’s 
Attorney Bill Ellingson. 

The motorcycle’s rider, Randy 
Scott, a 55 -year- old farmer, truck- 
ing business owner and volunteer 
firefighter from nearby Hardwick, 
Minn., died at the scene. 

Janklow suffered a broken bone 
in one hand and bleeding on the 
brain in the crash, carson walker (ap) 


Men set for release 
from Guantanamo base 
may still face ehaiges 

SAN JUAN, PUERTO RICO | Morethan 
100 men and boys will be trans- 
ferred in the next two months from 
the U.S. jail for terrorism suspects 
in Cuba, including a teenager who 
allegedly killed an American spe- 
cial operations soldier, a U.S. mili- 
tary official said. 

The first of two new transfers is 
scheduled for the end of December, 
and the other in January, the official 
told The Associated Press on con- 
dition of anonymity. The detainees 
would be released from U.S. custo- 
dy, but it was unclear if any would 
face further detention or prosecu- 
tion in their home countries. 

The official did not say where 
the prisoners would be sent and a 
military spokeswoman declined 
Sunday to provide details about 
future transfers from the U.S. base 
at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

“We do expect there will be other 
transfers but because of operational 
procedures, I can’t talk about any 
details,” Lt. Col. Pamela Hart said. 


“We only talk about detainee move- 
ments after an operation is complete.” 

The military official who spoke 
on condition that his name not be 
revealed said that one of the boys 
who would be transferred shot and 
killed a special operations soldier 
in Afghanistan, where a U.S. -led 
coalition ousted the Taliban regime 
in late 2001 and 11,500 American 
troops remain. 

The military official did not 
provide details about the inci- 
dent, including the boy’s age, 
name or where and when the 
alleged shooting occurred. But he 
said that the boy apparently pre- 
tended to be dead, then opened fire 
on the American. 

The United States holds about 
660 prisoners from 44 countries at 
the base in eastern Cuba but the 
government declines to provide a 
breakdown of their citizenship, ages 
or the reasons they are being held. 

The government has not charged 
them or given them access to lawyers. 

The United States has released 
88 of the prisoners since the gov- 
ernment began holding suspects at 
the base in Cuba in January 2002.

Discount stores reap 
benefits by using 
deals to lure shoppers 

NEW YORK I The Thanksgiving 
weekend gave the nation’s retail- 
ers a solid start to the holiday sea- 
son, but there still were plenty of 
signs that consumers are cautious 
and looking for bargains even if the 
economy is improving. 

Wal-Mart Stores Inc. and other 
discounters attracted crowds of 
shoppers with specials on TVs, 
DVD players and toys and had the 


strongest sales. Department stores 
and mall-based apparel retailers 
were discounting less than they 
did last year, and their business 
was uneven. 

Total retail sales Friday were up 
4.8 percent to $7-2 billion from the 
Friday after Thanksgiving a year 
ago, after posting a 6.8 percent gain 
last year over 2001 results, accord- 
ing to ShopperTrak, which tallies 
sales at 30,000 retail outlets.

111. scholars unearth 
the wittiest lines 
Lincoln never uttered 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. |Whenitcomes 
to Abraham Lincoln, some of the 
people are fooled all of the time. 

Remarks attributed to the quot- 
able l6th president have popped up 
in everything from television com- 
mercials to speeches by famous gen- 
erals, presidents and even recent 
anti-war protesters. Too often, 
they are phrases that Lincoln 


never uttered, experts at the Illinois 
Historic Preservation Agency say. 

“He seems to provide valida- 
tion for just about anything any- 
body wants to have validated, and 
if you can’t find a Lincoln quote, you 
make one up,” said Rodney Davis, 
co-director of the Lincoln Studies 
Center at Knox College in Galesburg. 

Quotes by a minister, a poet and 
even an actor portraying Lincoln 
on an episode of “Star Trek” have 
been attributed to the president, 
according to Illinois state historian 
Thomas Schwartz, john o connor (ap)

World AIDS Day 
Comes on Heels 
Of Dire U.N. Report 

ROME I Candlelight vigils and torch- 
light parades were planned around 
the globe Monday to mark World 
AIDS Day, while a U.S. delegation 
headed to hard-hit Africa to urge 
its leaders to increase awareness 
about the deadly virus. 

The 80-member U.S. del- 
egation headed by Health and 
Human Services Secretary Tommy 
Thompson started its tour of sub-

Militants Keep Up 
Attacks on Allies 


Coalition members 
pledge to stay in Iraq 
as 2 S. Koreans killed 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Insurgents 
killed two South Korean electri- 
cians Sunday, a day after seven 
Spaniards, two Japanese diplo- 
mats and a Colombian contractor 
were slain in roadside ambushes 
aimed at undermining interna- 
tional support for the U.S. -led 
occupation of Iraq. 

Rebels also killed two U.S. sol- 
diers and wounded a third, as U.S. 
and allied officials vowed that mul- 
tinational forces would not be cowed 
in their mission to rebuild Iraq after 
the ouster of Saddam Hussein. 

“They clearly are targeting 
coalition members,” said coali- 


tion spokesman Dan Senor. “The 
enemies of freedom ... are trying to 
break the coalition’s will.” 

Spanish and Japanese officials 
said the deaths wouldn’t change 
their commitments to Iraq. 

“We know that a withdrawal 
would be the worst route we could 
take,” Spain’s Prime Minister Jose 
Marie Aznar said Sunday in a 
speech broadcast in Spain. 

The South Koreans were shot 
Sunday while riding in a civilian 
car near Tikrit, a South Korean 
official said. At the scene of the 
attack, a blood- spattered, bullet- 
ridden SUV sat by the side of the 
road.

Syria Gives Suspects to Turks 


22 people handed over 
for alleged eonnection 
to Istanbul bombings 

ISTANBUL, TURKEY I Syria on Sunday 
handed over to Turkish authorities 
22 people suspected of involvement 
in Turkey’s quadruple suicide bomb- 
ings, authorities said. 

The suspects allegedly fled 
Turkey following the attacks in 
November on two synagogues, the 
British consulate and a British bank, 
which occurred within a week of one 
another and killed 6l people. 


A police statement cited by 
Turkey’s semiofficial news agency 
Anatolia said the 22 people included 
Hilmi Tugluoglu, whom it said was 
linked to Azat Ekinci. 

News reports have named 
Ekinci as a possible suicide bomb- 
er, saying he used fake identi- 
ties and cash to buy the pickup 
trucks containing the bombs. 
Reports said Ekinci had traveled 
to Iran, received military training 
in Pakistan and fought in Chechnya.

Taiwan’s Leader Says

President pushes for

TAIPEI, TAIWAN I Taiwan’s leader on 
Sunday pointed to the hundreds of 
missiles China has aimed at this 
island as justification for his plans 
to hold an independence vote. 

President Chen Shui-bian 
was firing back at the opposition, 
which accused him of seeking to 
abuse a law, passed last week, that 
allows him to use a “defensive ref- 


erendum” to respond to China’s 
threats. Speaking at a campaign 
rally Sunday, Chen noted that 
China has deployed a total of 496 
missiles in southeastern provinces 
just across the Taiwan Strait. 

Chen’s announcement Saturday 
that he wants to hold the vote caused 
a big stir in Taiwan because China 
has repeatedly warned that such a 
move could spark a war. 

Although the Communists have 
never ruled Taiwan, they insist the 
democratic island TOO miles off the

Metro Gives Itself 
A Perfect Score 


Transit system says 
elevators, escalators 
are performing well 

WASHINGTON | The Metro system’s 
elevators and escalators are climb- 
ing toward peak performance, offi- 
cials said, as an effort to rehabilitate 
the aging units picks up steam. But 
problems remain. 

Officials gauging performance 
levels said last month that elevators 
received a perfect score in October, 
for a grade of “A+,” and escalators 
earned a mid-level “A” — the highest 
scores for both since the rating sys- 
tem came into use in January. 

Both dipped to “B” levels over 
the summer, but Metro said it has 
since made headway in reaching or 
beating targets for the number of 
working units, average time between 
failures, completion of preventative 
maintenance andreducingthe num- 
ber of elevators that frequently go 


out of service. 

More than 45 percent of the sys- 
tem’s escalators, though — almost 
twice the target — had four or more 
failures in October. 

Paul Gillum, acting director of 
Metro’s elevator and escalator ser- 
vice, credited the boost in perfor- 
mance to a decision in August to 
restructure the three-year-old effort 
to rehabilitate the system’s aging 
elevators and escalators, some of 
which date back to the 1970s. 

Charlie Moussa, 31, arriving 
Sunday at the Court House station 
— where an escalator was out of ser- 
vice — didn’t disagree on elevators 
but said he’d give escalators a “C.” 

“Perception is a very hard thing 
to change,” said Gillum. He noted 
that unit failures are caused by 
breakdowns but also by safety 
devices that, for instance, will shut 
down an escalator when a penny 
falls into the comb plate at its base.

SHOPPING I Instead of using deep 
discounts to lure shoppers this holi- 
day season, Domain Home Fashions 
is sending design consultants to 
their homes for free. 

Bloomingdale’s also plans to dis- 
count less, counting on upscale holi- 
day decor and splashy merchandise 
to motivate shoppers. And Bergdorf 
Goodman is focusing on designer 
names that can’t be found elsewhere 
to draw well-heeled shoppers. 

As holiday shopping started in 
earnest Friday amid an improv- 
ing economy, many of the nation’s 
retailers — particularly depart- 
ment stores and apparel mer- 
chants — were stingier with mark- 
downs than in past holiday seasons. 
They’re counting on consumers to 
be so pleased with new services and 
exclusive merchandise that they’ll 
be willing to pay full price. 


Many retailers are hoping to 
wean shoppers away from the heavy 
discounts of the past, but some ana- 
lysts question whether the strategy 
will work. Consumers have gotten 
used to putting off their shopping 
while they wait for prices to fall, 
and they may well force retailers 
to take heavy markdowns as the 
season progresses. 

“This is definitely a high stakes 
Christmas,” said John Morris, an 
analyst at Harris Nesbitt Gerard, 
estimating there were 10 percent 
fewer markdowns going into the 
season than there were a year ago 
at the 25 apparel chains he follows. 
That’s the first decline since 1998. 

“We’re moving away from a peri- 
od of uncertainty, and consumers 
are feeling a little bit better, but 
they are still tentative,” he added.

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Martin Amis’s ‘Yellow Dog’ features his usual macho rogue’s gallery 


BOOKS I One of the many themes 
percolating in Martin Amis’s lat- 
est novel. “Yellow Dog” (Miramax 
Books) is society’s preoccupation 
with fame. Given that his books 
inevitably spark vitriolic media 
feeding-frenzies almost as capti- 
vating and strange as the British 
author’s prose, it’s hard to resist 
matching fiction to reality. 

Let’s hope that Amis shares none 
of the qualities that stain most of the 
male characters in the entertaining, 
provocative “Yellow Dog.” 

They are paragons of nastiness 
— from incestuous to misogynist 
to lovers of all things violent and 
pornographic. It is a testament to 
the author’s brilliant comic timing 
that the novel’s most vile charac- 
ters elicit the biggest (if slightly 
shamefaced) laughs. 

The middling British actor 
and writer Xan Meo acquires his 
brutishness after being clobbered 
on the head by mysterious assail- 
ants. Once a “perfect” husband 
and father, he undergoes a dra- 
matic devolution. 

But like Darth Vader before 
him, Xan is never quite overtak- 
en by the dark side. His struggle 
to regain his former self forms the 
novel’s compelling and oddly ten- 
der core. 

Several arduously intersecting

plots jostle around him: the tab- 
loid hack Clint Smoker; the aging, 
vicious Joseph Andrews; the won- 
derfully bland King Henry IX of 
England; and the malevolent corpse 
Royce Traynor. 

The post-trauma Xan is more 
disturbing but also more alive 
and complex than the bionic man 
who preceded him. One of his new 
thoughts (and a recurrent idea in 
the novel) is that modern-day rela- 
tions between the sexes have sacri- 
ficed honesty and heat to achieve a 
somewhat shallow stability. 

“Unconsciously, and not for 
long at a time, men miss women 
being tractable, and women miss 
men being decisive; but we can’t 
say that,” Xan writes to his wife, 
Russia. 

Overcrowding hounds “Yellow 
Dog.” As the novel’s unrelenting 
exploration of the male id contin- 
ues in Southern California’s thriv- 
ing pornography industry, Amis’s 
interlocking plots threaten to col- 
lapse his critique of 21st-century 
culture. 

But threatening is not the same 
as overwhelming. Though Amis’s 
reach occasionally gets him in 
trouble, it also creates a sense of 
layered realities and perceptions 
that capture the pervasive sense of 
unreality and dislocation in much 
of contemporary society.

“Girlfriend” to the edgier, more sen- 
sual currents of Prince’s “How Come 
U Don’t Call Me Anymore?” to the 
neo-soul elegance of “Failin’.” 

She chooses one path for “The 
Diary of Alicia Keys” (J), and it’s 
a welcome one. Keys employs 
arrangements (sometimes lav- 
ish, sometimes intimate) that 
update the musical sensibilities 
of the ’60s and ’70s soul tradition. 
She even salutes that glorious pop 
period by including a version of the 


Gladys Knight hit “If I Were Your 
Woman” in the album. 

As the title suggests, the themes 
deal with romantic complexities, 
from moments of confusion to 
infatuation to devotion. At one 
point. Keys, who co-wrote most 
of the songs, declares about rela- 
tionships, “Now it’s hardly simple, 
it’s simply hard.’” 

Generally, Keys, still just 22, is 
more accomplished as a singer than 
writer at this point, but she makes 
each moment on the album seem 
real and her own, a liberating break 
from the calculated, anonymous 
tone of most commercial R&B and

Washington Postforeign correspon- 
dent ANTHONY FAIOLA was online last 
week to discuss histhree-day assign- 
ment in North Korea. 


Given the U.S. invasion of Iraq and 
given that the president has includ- 
ed North Korea in the “Axis of Evil,” 
do you have the sense that North 
Koreans feel they might be next? If 
so, are they changing any of their 
policies or military activities, aside 
from their continuation of their 
nuclear program? 

The North Koreans do seem to 
have a palpable fear of being the 
next Iraq, and insist they are going 
after nuclear technology as a deter- 
rent. Lately, the North Koreans have 
seemed more interested in talking 
and have toned down their rhetoric. 
But it’s hard to tell if that indicates 
a real change. 

How did the North Koreans compare 
to the South Korean tourists with 
respect to weight, height, demean- 
or, overall appearance, etc.? 

The North Koreans were clearly 
smaller and shorter than the South 
Koreans, which seemed to be an 
obvious indication of the difference 
in nutrition between capitalist south 
and communist north. 

How do people in North Korea view 
their brothers and sisters in South 
Korea? 

After years of deep mistrust, 
it seems as if at least some North 
Koreans are warming up to the 
South, mostly because recent 
South Korean administrations, as 
well as university students there, 
are much more sympathetic to 
the North than South Koreans 
were during the Cold War. 

Did you get the impression that 
the people being interviewed were 
briefed on what they should say 
and what they could not say? 

Absolutely, many answers were 
identical, despite the fact that the 
people being interviewed were in 
different areas and had different 
positions. But sometimes, I was 
surprised by the candor and curi- 
osity of the North Koreans - espe- 
cially their desire to know about 
U.S. politics.
